' Lydon Says Soldiers' Aid 

Payments in Boston 

Jumped 35 P. C. 



The economy progiam put into ffffct 
by President Roosevelt In July, curtail- 
ing compensation m veteran.^ has 
forced an lncreB,<ie of iMvments to Bos- 
ton veterans of about :i,S per cent. The«e 
payments have been made through the 
soldiers' relief commLiiion, according 
,lo Commissioner John J. Lydon. 
I He said the lncrea.sc of 35 per cent. 
In payments made to veterans In Oc- 
tober of thi.< year over the payment-s 
made In October of last year was the, 
result of the pre.sidential economy pro- 
pram. 

He wrole to Harold Bennison of the 
Traveler staff about an article written 
by the latter. The article said thai 
"more money had been paid to vet-i 
erans" In October of this year than in 
the same month of last year. There 
wa.s no attempt made in the article to 
PMS upon the work of Commissioner 
Lydon 's department. HU letter follows 
in full: 



In your signed article of Satur- 
day, -Nov. 11, which appeared on 
page 3 of j^he Bo-ston Traveler, ref- 
erence was. 'made to the soldiers' 
relief departaient, and. In my opin- 
ion, it was misleading. 

I am afraid that the public will 
be led to believe that in view of 
the expen.ses of this department 
.jumping from S68,000 in October 

1932, to $92,000 In October. 1933^ 
money was being doled out unnec- 
essarily. May I point out to you 
that the increa.se of approximately 
35% for the month of October 

1933, over 1932 is a result of the 
economy program which was put in 
force by the President of the United 
States commencing July 1 of this 
year. 

Bl'RDEN SHIFTED 

As the res\ilt of the cut made by 
the federal government on i>en.sion.s, 
disability allowances, etc.. allowed 
veterans of the Spanish war and 
world war, the burden wa.s shifted 
to the cities and towns throughout 
the United States. .Many of thes« 
veterans or widows were able to 
live on the money allowed by the 
U. ,'3. government, but as the re- 
sult of the cut made by the vet- 
erans' bureau these people who are 
now in need are compelled to .seek 
additional relief through this de- 
partment.

Former Mayor Malcolm E. Nichols , 
gained 137 votes in 61 precincts in' 
the secdnd day of the recount of the 
Boston city election yesterday, and 
last night, after the recounting of 
117 precincts in two days, lit showed 
a net gain over Frederick W. Mans- 
field of 122 votes. 

This gain by Nichols, however, is 
far from the average required to up- 
set the plurality of Mansfield, 2397, 
as announced election night.

tion by the C-ity of Bo.ston. were con- 
sidered yesterday by Mayor Curley in 
conference with certain department 
Ijeads. Today he will confer with 
heads of the Ho.spltal, Schoolhousc and 
other departments. 

Mosquito and Forest Work 

More than 5100,000, it i:, expe. ted,

There will be no municipal pork bar. 
rel when Frederick W. Mansfield be- 
comes mayor of Boston. His friends re- 
vealed yesterday that he Intends to ef- 
fect a substantial saving in municipal 
expenditures by Insisting on competi- 
tive bidding for every contract involving 
more than $1000. 

To Inspire competition, he will adver- 
tise for bids In daily newspapers as well 
as In the City Record. To get the best 
possible terms on contracts, he will also 
circularize all manufacturers, jobbers 
and contractors regarded a.s likely to 
respond to invitations to seek sucli 
awards. 

DORSEY FOR TREASURER 

The mayor-elect, who has kept in 
seclusion in his law office or in the 
private, quarters In the Parker House 
which are manned by his personal staff, 
has not yet undertaken the organization 
of his "cabinet." However, two decisions 
about appointments have been made. 
MLss Mai-y L. Thompson, 4 Franklin 
street, Charlestown, who for the last 
six years has been personal .secretary to 
Mansfield, will accompany him to the 
mayor's office as his confidential secre- 
tary. John H. Dorsey of Dorcliester, 
treasurer of the oampaign committee, 
will, If he desire-s, succeed City Trea,5urer 
Edmund L. Dolan. 

In addition John H. MsCarthy, a 
conspicuous campaign aide, will receive 
an appointment. Whether it will be 
city collector, In succes.iion to William 
M. McMorrow, has not been determined. 
Mrs. Charles S. Mansfield, of Dorchester, 
a Curley appolnte<i to a temporary po.st 
in the public welfare dep.irtmeiit. will 
al.?o be rewarded for her campaign 
activity. 

Other m-?mbers of his campaign com- 
mittee are apprehensive about their 
standing with the mayor-elect.

It is known that Mansfield Intends 
.0 abolish the practice of "splitting" 
I contract involving $5000 into five or 
.iix separate Jobs in order to avoid 
compliance with the requirement that 
b.kl.s mu.st be aske<I for all contracts of 
$1000 and over. 

He believes that the policy of "hand- 
ing-out" contracts without competitive 
bidding has been ruinoiLS to the tax- 
payers and he is determined to abolish 
the system. 

According to political and personal 
friends who claim to know his plans, 
; Mansfield intends to organize a cabinet 
I of "competent" men and women on 
! whom he can rely for the proper man- 
agement of city departments. He is 
i-eported to be insistent that competency 
for the job, rather than any claim for 
compensation for political aid, will be 
the factor in the determination of his 
appointments. 

With the exception of City Clerk Wil- 
fred J. Doyle and the election commis- 
sioner.?, all appointive officials will be 
under the direct control of Man.sfirkl. 
At his pleasure he can. without ascrib- 
ing any cause, terminate the .service nf 
appointive officials, but he cannot dis- 
turb Clerk Doyle or terminate the ser- 
vices of the election commis.sioners.

Sweeping changes in the city govern- '

Rejection of the run-off primary, re- 
duction of the term of offlce of the 
mayor from four years, enlargement of 
the powers of tl>e city council, referen- 
dum votes on bond issues, appointment 
of the police commissioner by the mayor 
and enlargement of the school com- 
mittee were also asked of the commis- 
sion by the committee. 

POINTS OUT DEFECTS 

The brief in pert reed: 

There are important rtefeete in 
the present financial administration 
of the city government. Adequate 
budgetary control Is lacking, the 
form of the budget Is needlessly 
' detailed, tht accounting system Is 
antiquated and authority la divided 
unnecessarily. 

We believe tiiat there la an op- 
portunity m further consolidations 
to Improve the aamlnlstratlon of 
city affairs and to reduce costs. 
Several functions novf performed by 
separate departments are o^ a sim- 
ilar type, and except for deep-rootpd 
tradition, there Is no reason for 
their continuance as distinct enti- 
ties. 

The governmental function of as- 
sessing property for tax purpcsee Is 
eeml-judiclal. It Is one of great im- 
portance, both to the city govern- 
ment and to property owners. The 
assessing situation Is chaotic, owing 
largely to the undue political Inter- 
ference which has been exercised 
over them. To Insure permanently 
a competent and Impartial board 
which would be insulated against 
forces which compel improper as- 
sessing, we recommpnd that the 
members of the board of a.-acwors 
be given a longer term of office and 
greater security. This ran be ac- 
complished by prescribing a six- 
year term, which would tend to 
withdraw the member* from the 
political upheavals which frequently 
oeeur when administrations change 



and thus give them greater inde- 
pendence to exercise their Judgment 
as their experience and ability 
might dictate. 

RESULTS IN CONFUSION 

A study of the laws, ordinances, 
and regulations relating to the city 
government of Boston, quickly re- 
veals • disintegrated legal struc- 
ture. Part of the powers and duties 
of the city government are derived 
from the general lawji which relate 
to all cities and towns, although In 
many Important respects Boston Is 
exempt from these general laws. 
The 1809 charter Is the most Im- 
portant single law, but unlike the 
charters of most other large Ameri- 
can cities it is not a comprehensive 
grant and specification of authori- 
ty. A large number of special laws 
control the powers and duties of 
the city government, e-speciaily as 
regards such Important depart- 
ments as police, park, library, hos- 
pital, and public welfare. Under 
the general authority granted by 
the city charter, the city ordin- 
ances also deal with many of the 
functions of the city government. 
Tills situation has resulted In much 
confusion in the minds of those 
who seek to obtain an accurate 
knowledge of Boston's government, 
and in some instance* the'e ap- 
pears to be unnecessary lack of 
uniformity and differences of opin- 
ion as to what are the exact powers 
and duties of some of the city de- 
partments. 

Wb have given careful study to 
the recall, but we do not recom- 
mend lie readoptlon in Boston, Au- 
thorities on municipal government 
fail to evidence any enthu.ilasm 
over 1*. as a practical device to in- 
sure proper conduct in office. The 
alleged advantage of its "psycholo- 
gical" effect does not seem to be 
supported by an experience in other 
cities. There is a moi-e important 
disadvantage in that it is liable to 
be used as an instrument of politi- 
cal blaclomall. Many persons In 
Boston have endorsed tlie general 
Idea of a "workable recall" but as 
yet we have found nothing which 
would fit that speclflcallon. 

REMOVAl, BY GOVKRNOR 

In our opinion, removnl by the 
Governor and council la prefrrablc. 
It should provide a &atlf«?tory curb 
upon mtvise of authority, and It 
would be iKVoked only upon pres- 
entation of definite charges and 
after clear proof of unsultubillty. 
We command the New York law on 
this subject to your attention. 

We are strongly opposed to the 
suggestion that the authority of the 
city council be enlargeil at the ex- 
pense of tlie mayoi'a authority, by 
■ucb BwtttPda. ••.jienntiUog tfew 



council to pver-rlde the mayor's 
veto or providing for coimcll ap- 
proval of mayoral appointments. 
There is nothing in the record of 
the city council in recent years to 
prove that an enlargement of its 
powers would improve the conduct 
of city affairs. One argument for 
enlarging the powers of the coun- 
cil Is that it has so little power 
now as to be valueless. We do 
not agi-ee. The council has very 
important powers, the equivalent to 
a veto power over the mayor in 
financial matters, but it has seldom 
seemed fit to utilize it. For exam- 
ple, since 1917, no city budget sub-, 
mltted by the mayor has been re- 
duced one cent by the council. As 
to loan orders submitted by the 
mayor, any action by the city coun- 
cil other than approval, has been 
rare. Until the coimcll displays 
more Independence and impartial 
action \mder the powers which It 
now holds, we see no value in en- 
larging Its power. 

Prom 1909 to the post-war period 
the councll-at-large worked well, 
but from that period to 1925 there 
was a growing discontent, which 
finally resulted in the change. There 
were many who opposed the change 
to a ward council, believing that It 
would prove even less satisfactory. 
Subsequent events have proved the 
correctness of that opposition, to 
general the council has become » 
group of ward i-epresentatlves in- 
terested almost entirely in secur- 
ing the maximum expenditure of 
public money in their wards. The 

1 1 interefits of the city as a whole has 

\ been largely overlooked. 

FAVORS COUNCIL CHANG! 

Boston has experimented with 
legislative bodies of various sizes 
and methods of representation, but 
sooner or later all of them have 
fallen Into disfavor. We are not 
enthu.>iiastic over the possibility of 
effecting any change that will guar- 
antee a permanently satisfactory 
council. We believe, however, that 
the •?,'ard council is the worst pos- 
sible form, and that a change 
should be made. We favor either * 
return to a council of nine, elected 
at large, or a borough council of 16, 
three members to be chosen from 
each of five borouglu into which 
the city would be divided. Another 
proposal which has merit is a coun- 
cil consisting of both borough coun- 
cillors elected at large. Any of these 
forms combined with proportional 
representation as a method of elecr 
tion, which we have recommended 
elsewhere, should improve the cali- 
bre of the council and its work. 

The proposal for preferential bal- 
loting provides an opportunity for 
the voters to express his preference* 
among the various candidates in- 
stead of restricting him to one 
choice as at present. So far as the 
voter Is concerned it presents no 
complications, unless anyone feels 
that an expression of preference by 
placing numbers opposite the names 
I of candidates on the ballot is be- 
yond his capacity. It la more truly 
representative than th» preitnt gys- 
rem, which in effect dlscnfranchUei 
a large proportion of the voters. It 
Is an old and estsJbUshed method, 
which has proved it« suooew ImUi 
te thia oountiT tM tbntA rht 
objection* which have been ex- 
pressed to it by political bosses 
are, In our opinion, a strong argu- 
ment for Its adoption. It should 
tend definitely to reduce so-called 
•boss control' and restore a larger 
voice in the government to tlie 
voters.

Still Tinkering with Boston 

Effoi-t to take Boston out of the hand.s of Bofstonians never 
ends. Another plan lias just popped up, this one sponsored 
by the "joint committee on municipal finance of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and the Boston Real Estate Exchange," 

Boston is overwhelmingly Democratic. Consistently the 
implication is given that Boston's citizens are incapable of self- 
government. Schemes are advanced to nullify the voting power 
of the majority. The charter change which called for "non- 
partisan" elections was one of them. The refusal of Republi- 
can out-of-towncrs on Beacon Hill to give Boston a city primary 
was another. 

Now comes the J. C. M. F. B. C. C. and B. R. E. E., with the 
puggcstion that the Governor and council be given the right 
to remove a Boston mayor for "misuse of authority." What 
would be "misuse of authority"? In a preceding paragraph in 
the plan, the chief complaint against the present system is that 
"the as.sessing situation is chaotic owing largely to undue 
political interference." Are we to infer that a Governor and 
council, largely Republican, couW remove a mayor because he 
would not cut down assessments for the members of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and the Boston Real Estate Exchange? 

And calmly, the report says that it would not give the 
voters power to recall their mayor, for fear the recall would 
be used as an "instrument of political blackmail." No Gover- 
nor and council would ever stoop to that level, of course. 

The plan submitted may be a good one. If so, the voters 
of Boston lag far behind the committee in their conception of 
what soit of government they should have. 

What Boston needs is less state control of its affairs, or 
it should be taken over completely by the commonwealth as a 
state capital.

Boston's Delayed Swap 

Default i.s an ugly word. There are degrees of default. 
Boston's credit standing throughout the nation may be unjustly 
judged because of the fact that in the balancing of accounts 
with the state treasury, Boston did not pay on the dot. 

The exchange of checks was rfue yesterday. Usually Bos- 
ton receives from the state an amount larger than it gives. 
The state collects during the year various taxes, income and 
others and later pro rates thi.s money among the cities and 
towns where reside or do business the individuals and firms 
that paid the taxes into the state. On the otiier hand, the cities 
and towns are assessed to carry the cost of the state's work. 

We repeat, usually the balance is in favor of Boston, ))ut 
this year the difference was about i?4, 000,000 against the city. 
The city did not pay. It did not pay because offers to lend the 
city money were slow in coming in. The city has met its 
obligations, paid off its short-tcnn loans and was in the market 
to borrow about ?5,000,000 now and $5,000,000 later to finish 
qut the year. This money was to be secured by $21,000,000 in 
current taxes due. In addition there are about $9,000,000 in 
other uncollected taxes. This $30,000,000 the city believes to 
be ample security for the $10,000,000 desired.

THE CITY'S FINANCES 

The real meaning of tne slight delay In the: 
exchange of check* between the treasurer of; 
the city and the treasurer of the commonwealth 
Is easy to explain and should be of vital In- 
terest to every taxpayer. The Incident caused 
no surprise to those closely observant of the 
city's finances. 

For a long time it has been plain that in 
order to meet its obligations this month and 
next the city would have to borrow heavily 
on tax anticipation notes. Tlie council at the 
request of the mayor some time ago authorized 
a loan of $10,000,000 before the end of the 
year, and that amount may liave to be some- 
what exceeded. Whatever the total of these 
borrowings, still other sums will have to be 
made available, perhape by transfers among 
the departments, to carry through until 
January. The $4,700,000 balance due the state 
In the annual settlement U Included In this 
$10,000,000. The banks have come to the 
rescue. 

Heretofore on settlement day, the state has 
owed the city several millions. Or'ing to th6 
higher state tax, and to the decline In revenue 
collections by the state for distribution among 
the cities and towns, from income and corpora- 
tion taxes, Boston was indebted this year to the 
state for a large sum. The loan of yesterday 
1^ ear-marked for that definite purpose— a good 
thing. 

It certainly is significant that these end- 
6f-thc-year borrowings will be at least $2,000,- 
000 more than last year. This fact, together 
with others inherent in existent condition.s, 
surely points the old moral of economy and 
Indicates what will be the great problem of ths 
Incoming administration.

Bartlett. cnairman of Ihrf Ma.s.sachu- 
setts civil work board, will go to the 
capital to endeavor to obtain approval 
for the project of taking over Gov- 
ernor's island by the city for airport 
purposes. 

This pro.iect which barely missed re- 
icelvlng approval dtiring the Hoover ad- 
mlnLstraton. called for developing Oov- 
ernor's Islnnd as an airport In con- 
Junction with the East Boston airport. 
GOVKRNOK'S ISLE PLAN 
The plans, if put into effect, would 
have made Boston the ' itsta)idiiig air- 
port of the country and included* the 
eref:tion of a mooring ma.-.t or dirigibles, 
it being pointed out tliat such a facil- 
ity for navy dirigibles coming to the 
navy yard at Charlcstown. wa.s impor- 
tant. 

Boston Is the nearest big port in the 
country to Eiii-ope. file ideal location for 
a termlnu.s for transatlantic airplane 
service. 

Durley's Governor's Island propo,sal 
was submitted to the fedeial govern- 
ment in 1 030 and wa.s reported to have 
had the support of President Hoover at 
that time. The ))laii is still on file at 
Washington and Cmley will brfng it up 
again, when he gop.s to Washington.

' In his determination to give Boston 
an economical ^(ipilnlstralion — aiid 
economy will be one bl the watxihwords 
io£ his admUilstratlon— he has outlined 
a plan to seek bids from the widest 
poMlble number of bidders In the ex- 
pectation that by so doing he can get 
the biggest dollar's worth of material 
for every city dollar he spends. 
LIST OF CONCERNS 
The central purchasing department 
■wUl have a list of all concerns which 
wlsVv to supply the city. This list wUl 
be canvassed by postal cards when aiiy- 
thlng is needed. All concerns will be 
welcome to bid. If the city needs Ink, 
paper, concrete, automobUes, water- 
coolers or anything else, a post card 
will be .sent to all firms dealing in the 
required commodity, advising them to 
get in touch with the purchasing de- 
partment. . _ . „ 
Pull details will be furnished to all 
bidders and the bid will be given to 
the lowest bidder In all cases. The 
mayor-elect says that such a morve is 
merely an obvious, business-like way ol 
doing busincM and he Intends to do his 
buslnes.s that way. „ ^ . 

All the contracts will be advertised in 
the Boston newspapers and not m'^rely 
In the City Record, which has a limited 
circulation. By adopting the wider field 
the mayor-elect feels that he can secure 
a larger number of bidders and secure 
more advantageoas buying. 

He also feels that the taxpayers 
ehould be given a break, and Intends to 
make every city employe realize that 
employes are servants of the people and 
not their masters. In keeping with that 
Idea, another of his Innovations wUl be 
the decentralizing of the city assessing 
department and the collection depart- 
ment. 

TAXPAYERS DELATED 
He was in Cltv Hall one noon and 
saw a large nuni'oer of people standing 
outside the windows of the city collect- 
or's office. Many of the wnployea ol 
the collecting department were out to

Galassi Firm Would Enjoin

Although some suggestions have been 
made for a name Cor the new East 
Boston vehicular tunnel, there will 
have to be action by the Legislature 
It appears, to make its ofiicial nam? 
anything but "Tratlic Tunnel." 

It has been suggested that the tun- 
nel b« named after William BlaiU- 
■stonr original settler of Boston, or 
Sam el Maverick, who was li\'ing in 
wbats 5h now Chelsea as early as WJ'i 

However, Col Tiiomas F. Sullivan, 
head of the Boston Transit Depart- 
ment, which is building the tunnel, 
says that so far as he knows no 
definite name is in consideration. Ail 
signs which are to be placed at ap 
proaches will say, "To the Tratlis 
Tunnf-I," and the Irttering to be 
piacfil over the entrance will be sim- 
ply, "Traflic Timncl." 

In the language of the act of th« 
Legislature under which the tunnel is 
being constructed the tube is "a 
vehicular tunnel." The act does not 
contain the words, "which shall bo 
dfsigncd so-and-so," as some similar 
acts do. It is .-jaid nt the State House 
that if the tunnel is to be honored by 



any man's name the naming will have 
to be done by the Le,gislature. 

There is, however, no law to prevent 
anyone from calling the tunnel by any 
name he chooses. You may refer to it 
as the Blackstone Tunnel, the Mav- 
erick Tunnel, the John Winthrop Tun- 
nel or the .Tames M. Curley Tunnel. 

All the names there are are at your 
command- but to mal:e it oflicial you'l, 
have to interest the Great and General 
Cturt.

Open defiance was the answer 
of May r Curley last n!fl.'> to the 
edict of Mayor-elect Frederick W. 
Mansfield that Curley keep 
"hands off" city appointments in 
the month he remains in office. 

It was the first open breach be- 
tween the mayor and mayor-elect 
since election day nearly three 
weeks ago, and the result, Curley 
said, will be his appointments tnls 
week to posts In the city iaw de- 
partment. 

Mansfield's edict. telegraphed 
from New York, wa.s his answer 
to a suggestion of Mayct Curley 
that two out of six vacancies In 
the law posts be filled by Curley 
and carry the assurance of Mayor- 
clpct Mansfield that the appointees 
be kept under the new ad.ninlstra- 
tlon. Under tlie proposal Curley 
was to appoint four of Mansfield's 
choice. 

"I respectfiill.y request no »p- 
appointnients he made In this or 
an.v other department during the 
remainder of the present admin- 
istration unless abiiolutely neces- 
sary," canie the reply from Mans- 
field as he prepared at New 
York t'O sail nti a vacation trip to 
Bermuda. 

"May I suggest some of these 
vacancies have existed for sev- 
eral weeks and there appeafs tA 
1)0 no acute emergency now," the 
mayor-elect added. 
Immediately upon receipt of ths 
tflegram, the first direct com- 
municitlon between the political 
rivals in more than five yeans, 
Curley announced he would maks 
the appointments this week.

In its determined drive to find 
work for unemployed women, the 
Civil Works Board yesterday ap- 
proved projects advanced '>y tlie 
Boston School Committee to put 
347 unemployed srhool teacher, to 
work and 131 clerical assistants. 

The State Department of Agricul- 
ture also announced that 200 women 
will start to work in Suffolk county 
on Friday knitting sweaters and 
other woolen goods for the use of 
men employed out of doors during 
the winter, and made plans to em- 
ploy at least 1000 women in the 
State on similar v/ork. 

The school committee, permitted to 
apply for allotm''nls under the Civil 
Works Administration, bccnuse it Is a 
iax-levyiii(f org,inization, presented an 
elaborate programme of projects which 
will receive formal api)i'oval tills morn- 
ing. Furthermore, Superintendent of 
Schools Patrick .(. Campbell and Chair- 
man William Arthur Rell'y w«,o in- 
formed that the Civi: Works Board 
will be in a receptive mood for other 
applications fieeking the employment of 
additional women woi'kera. 

The school department programme, 
which received tentative approval and 
will be formally approved this morning, 
includea the following detail: 

School Programme 

One hundred elementary school teach- 
ers, to be placed In Jobs, one to each 
district, at $6 a day on a five-day week 
basis. 

One htmdred cadets, to assist regular 
teachers In overcrowded classes. 

Thirty teachers in evening schools, 10 
men and 10 women, for trade classes, 
five evonincs a week at $S an evening. 

Thirty-five teachers In the Pay Prac- 
tical Arts School, two days a week at 
$3 a session. 

KiKhty high school and intermediate 
school teachers at W a day for women 
and J7 a day for men. 

Two teachers lor crippled children at 
1$ a day. 

One hundred twenty-flva clerks, all 
women, at |16 a week. 

Six cat&loKuara at 126 a w*ak.

The approval was particularly plead- 
ing to State Treasurer Charles F. Hur- 
ley, member of the state board and a 
member of the Cambridge school com- 
mittee for 12 years. Intimately famllli-r 
with school prnblpms. he sent a tele- 
gram to Washington asking whether 
the state board has authority to allo- 
cate money for repairing and c'eanlng 
school books, and buying new ones, 
$5000 IN CAMBRIDGE

For hours Chairman Bartlett strug- 
gled with the Somerville civil works 
program. This was In striking contrast 
to the few minutes spent on the pro- 
gram submitted by Mayor George Bates 
of Salem, which took about eight min- 
utes to approve. The Salem program 
includes wori for 1000 men, working 
In two shifts, a' a cost of $73,111. 

The Somerville program as presented 
by Mayor John J. .Murphy and his de- 
partment heads was not so simple. The | 
costs of materials were too high. In the 
chairman's opinion. He Insisted that 
Somerville contribute a certain percent- 
age of this cost and Mayor Murphy 
agreed to present loan orders to the 
Somerville board of aldermen. 

Chairman Bartlett told the mayor not 
to think In terms of money, but in 
terms ol jobs. He then named 2000 jobs 
as the quota for Somerville. The chair- 
man approved projects totalling $26,- , 
723.56 to employ 185 men. and said he 
would approve others totalling $128,000 
If the citv gives $45,000 for matcrlal.s.

Kunna's explana- 
tion Is that the other 11 were proba- 
bly already on the city welfare list 
and had been put to work before h« 
got an assignment for them. He be- 
lieves that many men oii the welfare 
list decided to make doubly sure of a 
job by registering also as unem- 
ployed.
